They 
did not hesitate to call Mary the 
Mother of God; and in the year 
431, more than 1500 years ago, 
the Council of Ephesus solemnaly 
defined as an article of Chris- 
tian faith the doctrine that the 
Virgin Mary is truly the Mother 
of God

It is this dignity of Mary. the 
lignity of the Mi other of God. 
that is the source of the many 
other privileges that God be- 
stowed upon her. In the recent 
Encyclical, known as “The Ra- 
diant Crown” in which Pope 
Pius XII designated this year as 
the Year of Mary, the Pontiff 
makes this significant statement 
concerning Our Blessed Lady: 

“From this sublime office of 
the Mother of God there are 
seen to flow, as it were from a 
most limpid hidden spring, all

ered during high school days by 
students, one of the biggest seems 
to be the criticism of adults aimed 
at certain of their actions. Lately 
one of the practices meeting vehe- 
ment disapproval is the grouping 
together of gangs or cliques. 

Gang or clique formations usual- 
ly come about because a number 
of teenagers have similar likes and 
dislikes. Consequently, the indi- 
viduals appeal to each other and 
so there follows friendship on a 
collective basis. One could say that 
if these persons didn't get together 
they would be somewhat unnatural 


because man is a social being and 
has a natural tendency to gather 
with others. In other words, this is 
proof that man is a gregarious ani- 
mal In social life we must get 
along with people collectively as 
well as individually. I feel, there- 
fore, that teenage gangs are rea- 
sonable and can be justified. 

Now, the question arises, what 
are the weaknesses of these 
groups? One weakness, as I see it, 
is poor leadership, plus a lack of 
individual action. In other words, 


group action which is almost al- 
ways controlled by the leader and 
- that way their individualism is 
ost. 

The situation would be improved 
greatly if the young leaders ha 


has slipped up; possibly it could 


‘be the excessive adult criticism, 


lack of good example in parents or 
faulty or mediocre ideals set forth 
by teachers. At any rate, no matter 
who is to blame, the lack of good 
| leadership in teenage groups is the 
| pivotal problem. 

Since leadership is not up to 
par, it would seem that an em- 
phasis must be put on individual- 
ism. By individualism I mean in- 
dividual action based on one’s own 
ideals and judgments, and not in- 
fluenced by group behaviour. If a 
young person has the courage to 
follow his reason and better judg- 
ment and can influence others, I 
think most of the provoking prac- 
tices of teenage groups could be 
eliminated. With the obnoxious
